v tamln B. the nerve vitamin—in 
short, some rats become southpaws 
because they 
were not so 
bright 
mentally. 
Not All Inferior 
"These results do not necessitate 
the conclusion that the left-handed 
are mentally Inferior," the psychol­ 
ogists, Loh Beng Tsai and Siegfried 
Maurer, reported to Science, the of­ 
ficial journal of tile American Asso- 
cation for the Advancement of Sci­ 
ence. 
"They merely Indicate that the 
percentage of left-handers ic high­ 
er among poor learners" 
Nevertheless, the discovery, which 
was made by Loh Beng Tsai, is rais­ 
ing a lot of discussion among sci­ 
entists, for human right-handed­ 
ness never has been explained satis­ 
factorily. 
Two Theories 
There are two leading theories 
both now threatened by the univer­ 
sity rats, one that fighting men 
once held their shields with their

It might be that right-handedness 
has its roots in the mystrious .spiral­ 
ing mechanism in all animals winch 
scientists recently have found 
The rat dexterity was ascertained 
by feeding the animals from nar­ 
row-necked bottles that would ad­ 
mit only one paw at a time to rake 
out a mouthful. Most rats showed 
a preference for dining with one 
paw, the males dividing, 69 to 31 
in favor of their rights and the fe­ 
males. 54 to 46. 
But when the vitamin was cut 
the males divided evenly and the i 
females produced fifty-seven south­ 
paws 
against 
forty-three 
proper 
feeders.
